Washington. Feb. 9.— The Bryan men 
in the house of representatives plan 
to make a fight to incorporate a plank 
in the Democratic platform 
to 
be 
adopted at the national convention to 
be held in Baltimore in June declar­ 
ing in favor of a special inquiry by 
congress into the affairs of the money 
trust. 
Such leaders as Ollie James, sena­ 
tor-elect from Kentucky, Representa­ 
tive Robert L. Henry of Texas and 
others who train with Mr. Bryan de­ 
clare the campaign for a sweeping 
investigation of the operations of the 
money trust has only begun. 
So far 
as this session of congress Is con­ 
cerned they will abide by the will of 
the caucus. 
They announced their 
purpose, however, to take an appeal 
to the highest party tribunal, the na­ 
tional convention. 
Despite 
appearances of 
harmony 
among the house Democrats 
it is 
known that the Bryanites, who are in 
the minority, are in a sullen and re­ 
sentful frame of mind. 
They went 
into the caucus firm in the belief that 
Mr. Bryan’s telegram setting forth 
that a special inquiry into the con­ 
duct of the money trust was essential 
if the party expected to win this year 
would scatter the forces of Leader 
Underwood, who advocated and put 
through by an overwhelming vote a 
resolution referring the whole ques­ 
tion to various standing committees 
of the house.

Calls Tad Most Efficient Prest 


dent Since Clin War. 


Minneapolis. Feb. 9.— In a speech in 
which he commended President Taft 
as the most efficient national execu­ 
tive since the Civil war and in which 
he took several gentle jabs at 
his 
predecessor James A. Tawney of W i­ 
nona opened the campaign in Minne­ 
apolis for a delegation to the national 
convention favorable to the president. 
Mr. Tawney declared that if Mr. 
Taft is to be condemned for his advo­ 
cacy of reciprocity the farmers should 
remember “ that the only other person 
who will be a candidate before the 
Chicago convention in a public ad­ 
dress also advocated that measure.” 
He reviewed the record of the pres­ 
ent administration and ended by say­ 
ing that perhaps it was unfortunate 
that Mr. Taft had been working with­ 
out that ostentation and display of 
strenuosity to which the people had 
become accustomed 
Governor Eberhart wa*> present at 
the meeting, which was arranged by 
the Eighth Ward Taft club, and in­ 
troduced Mr. Tawney. 
In his speech 
the governor warmly commended the 
president and said that he thought his 
position to take advantage of any record entitled him to a second term; 
possible compromise or conciliation 
Besides the appointment of Mr. Mc­ 
Kinley foreshadows, in the opinion of 
Washington Republicans, his selection 
as chairman of the national commit­ 
tee in the event of Mr. Taft’s renomi­ 
nation. 
There is another feature of the se­ 
lection of Mr. McKinley that appealed 
to President Taft’s friends. 
It has 
been realized that there are several 
influential old line Republicans who 
have been only lukewarm in their 
support of President Taft and who 
are for him as the lesser of two evils. 
Uncle Joe Cannon is one Republican 
who is in this class. 
Mr. McKinley 
undoubtedly will be able to swing 
these Republicans into line for an ac­ 
tive campaign.

Senator New la lids of Nevada 
has been advoc ating it for many years 
Former President Roosevelt said in a 
message to congress four years ago 
that “ we ultimately will have to adopt 
a national incorporation law.”

Clayton, then a senator from Arkan­ 
sas, introduced a resolution directing 
the committee on railroads to bring in 
a bill for the national incorporation of 
railroads. 
No doubt if national incor­ 
poration is a success some Chinaman 
will bob up and say that it was first 
adopted in the steenth dynasty some 
4,000 years ago in China.

many revolutionists were in the city. 
A student passing Hie mission house 
was beheaded and his heart cut out.

man suffered the same 


the revolutionists firing from the far­ 
ther side of the fort toward the city. 
Finally, after about three hours, a 
big charge was made, the great guns 
were worked at a rapid rate and the 
roar o f the musketry doubled. 
Then 
a perfect fusillade o f explosions, heav­ 
ier than the musketry, followed, and 
Immediately all 
was silent, and we 
knew the fort had l>een taken. 
“Later In the night very heavy fir­ 
ing started up nt the northeast gate, 
outside of w hich there is a high moun­ 
tain. within a half mile of the wall. 
There had been continuous light firing 
going on there for eighteen hours, and 
after midnight the firing increased to 
a 
regular 
bombardment. 
The day 
previous 
we had seen the Imperial 
tents at the first peak of this moun­ 
tain, where 250 imperial soldiers were 
stationed with rapid fire and mountain 
guns. 
Above them on a higher peak 
we had seen the revolutionists take a 
stand with mountain artillery. 
The 
fort Just Inside this northeast gate 
had tw o 0-inch. tw o 4.7 inch and two 
3 inch guns, these tieing manned by 
Tartar soldiers, probably because this 
fort Is near to and overlooks the Tar­ 
tar City. 
On the north side of the city 
are the Tiger and Lion Hill forts, both 
of which were in action in this battle. 
With the three forts In action and the 
tw o mountain artilleries also, we had 
by far the fiercest cannonading of the 
whole siege. 
Just before daylight a 
fierce rush was made, and the victory 
was won. 
Eighty of the ‘dare to die' 
band had charged tile height and, with 
hand bombs, drove the Imperialists in 
a wild flight down the mountain.’’ 
Mere Boys as Soldiers. 
Dr. Blackstone declares the work of 
the young soldiers, mere boys, was 
characterized by the highest bravery 
and that, with proper training they 
will 
make the greatest fighters the 
world can produce. 
Negotiations for the surrender were 
conducted by Vice Consul Gilbert, the 
Rev. A. J. Bow en and u Mr. Tseo. 
When word came that General Jang 
Hsuin had fled through the north gate 
and escaped across the river the sol­ 
diers began to loot.
